With The American Army In France, Aug. 5.—German ar- 


tillery has opened up on the American line and roads more vigor- 
ously today thnn for a number of days in the past and there is 
machine gun action continually around Fismes—now in the hands 
of the Americans—indicating the enemy will make possibly a 
strong temporary resistance there. American patrols are across 
the Vesle. Other United States troops move northward in the 
Mareuil-en-Gole region. 


They have pushed suddenly forward in a downpour of rain 


Saturday night and Sunday and seemed to be hunting for posi- 
tions in an effoit to establish contact. Late In the afternoon the 
Gorman artillery began a violent shelling of the Americans. 
Whether the enemy intends to make a stand or whether he is 
withdrawing his artillery is impossible to tell at this time but 
American officers beliece the Germans will make a stand beyond 
the Asne. Thc entire retreat was marked by violent shelling. 
The Boche artillery remained quiet for two days and the Ameri- 
«v n guns were therefore less active. 


American casualties during the past 48 hours have been 


amazingly slight compared with the depth of the advance. ,1 saw 
an advance dressing station quiet, the doctors were idle, artd the 
ambulances lined up with the drivers resting. Everything bears 
out the statements of officers and men that "there has been no 
battle for the past two days—just a march."

tillery has opened up on the American line and roads more vigor- 
ously today thnn for a number of days in the past and there is 
machine gun action continually around Fismes—now in the hands 
of the Americans—indicating the enemy will make possibly a 
strong temporary resistance there. American patrols are across 
the Vesle. Other United States troops move northward in the 
Mareuil-en-Gole region. 


They have pushed suddenly forward in a downpour of rain 


Saturday night and Sunday and seemed to be hunting for posi- 
tions in an effoit to establish contact. Late In the afternoon the 
Gorman artillery began a violent shelling of the Americans. 
Whether the enemy intends to make a stand or whether he is 
withdrawing his artillery is impossible to tell at this time but 
American officers beliece the Germans will make a stand beyond 
the Asne. Thc entire retreat was marked by violent shelling. 
The Boche artillery remained quiet for two days and the Ameri- 
«v n guns were therefore less active. 


American casualties during the past 48 hours have been 


amazingly slight compared with the depth of the advance. ,1 saw 
an advance dressing station quiet, the doctors were idle, artd the 
ambulances lined up with the drivers resting. Everything bears 
out the statements of officers and men that "there has been no 
battle for the past two days—just a march."
